m unity and stressed the practicality 
of the lightweight, 85-pound Mulli­ 
o n product. He stated th at the iron 
lung could be carried in an am bul­ 
ance or one of the fire departm ent 
vehicles to all accidents, fires or in 
any situation th a t the lung m ight 
save a life. The lung can be operat­ 
ed off an ordinary storage battery 
due to being equipped with a six 
volt motor-in addition to a stardard 
110 volt motor. 


The speaker said th at the lung 
had proved of inesimable value to 
fire departm ents throughout /the 
country, as ‘‘on the spot” emergency 
treatm ent can be given all cases re­ 
quiring artificial respiration. 
Not 
only is the portable lung effective 
in cases of drownng but most effec­ 
tive results have been forthcoming 
when used in connection with polio 


suffocation, with new-born babies 
and in cases of carbon monoxide 
poisoning, the speaker continued. 
Mr. M arr also pointed out th a t the 
Inn could prove of special benefit in 
the transporting of patients with res­ 
prit ory trouble from Hamlin to any 
hospital in other m etropolitan cen­ 
ters.

Infantile Paralysis 
May Rage Again 
Next Two Months 


Although* no infinUle paralysis 
has been reported in this area so 
far this summer, of rthe benefit of 
Hamlin area residents, Dr. George 
W. Cox, state health officer, has 
issued the following statem ents and 
suggestions concerning the control 
and prevention of poliomelitis which 
is now occ-uring in certain sections 
of the State. 
At one time it was generally be­ 
lieved th a t this infection was trans­ 
mitted prim arily by discharges from 
the respiratory tract. It is now be­ 
loved th a t polomyelitis may be an ­ 
other of the several gastrointestinal 
infections. Therefore, control m ea­ 
sures m ust include clean-up cam ­ 
paigns and improvements in sanita­ 
tion. 
Stringent efforts should be made 
to eliminate house-flies, mosquitoes, 
and rodents to destroy their breed­ 
ing places. 
Every effort should be 
made to nstitute approved garbage 
collection systems, and secure safe 
water 
supplies. 
W here 
adequate 
municipal sewage disposal systems 
are not in operation, it is necessary 
to install and m aintain sanitary sep­ 
tic tanks and outdoor privies. 
All swimming pools should m ain­ 
tain those standards aproved by the 
Texas State D epartm ent of Health.

Stubble Mulching1 
Approved Practice of 
Soil Conservation 


A good conservation 
practice 
wihich enriches the soil with plant 
food conserves moisture ,and re ’ 
duces soil losses is stubble mulch­ 
ing. 
Grain stubble left on the land 
provides ct/ver and shade fo r the 
soil and thereby reduces evapora, 
tion losses. 
Grain stubble is best 
utilized w^hen it is left on or in the 
surface layer of the soil because 
the organic content furnishes ni­ 
trogen and food fo r essential bac­ 
terial action. 
It also absorbs the 
moisture whidh it later releases to 
the soil, while at the same time 
provides a cover to prevent eva­ 
poration. 
The tilth of the soil is 
greatly improved through the use 
of stubble mulching a n d will ba 
appreciated when .plowing the fol­ 
lowing crop. 
To burn the bubble 
is to destroy the benefits described 


above, while alt t>he same time it 
encourages soil erosion end lower 
soil productivity. 
Some of the cooperators of the 
California Creek Soil Conserva­ 
tion District use., a one-way plow 
or a cl use I-type to accomplish the 
stubble mulching. 
The chisel-type 
plow leaves the crop residue near 
or on the surface.

Noah S. Lane, 
located 
in 
the 
North Paint Creek group of the Cal­ 
ifornia Creek Soil Conservation Dis­ 
trict is convienced that terracing for 
soil and moisture conservation will 
also result in better crop yields. 
Lane has a 140 acre field which 
has been in wheat for the past three 
years. 
In 1945 he made 900 bushels 
of wheat; in 1946 he 
made 
1,200 
bushels. Then the farm was terrac­ 
ed. 
This year 2,800 bushels were 
harvested off the 140 acres. 
Com­ 
paring the production of wheat from 
one of his other farms, whch is not 
terraced, Lane said, “I believe the 
terraces accounted for 800 bushels 
more wheat on this 140 acre field.” 
Lane had a good crop of rye and 
vetch in his orchard. 
He received 
the benfits of the cover crops and 
the additional plant food from his 
vetch before harvesting. He cut the 
rye rather hgh in order to permit 
the vetch to mature. Approximately 
one acre of rye produced 850 pounds.

Friends of the Army Air Forces 
and the cause of national defense 
won a victory in the House of Rep­ 
resentatives last week which will be 
a warning to the world that the 
United States is not plaining to 
surrender her position as the world’s 
greatest 
air 
power. 
So 
reports 
George Mahon of 
Colorado 
City. 
Mahon continues his report of the 
Washington affairs in this release 
to The Herald. 
The controversy over U. S. air 
power arose when the appropria­ 
tions committee, the committee upon 
which I serve, slashed $40,000,000 
from funds recommended for the 
purchase of new airplanes. The re­ 
quest for the funds had been made 
of Congress by the chief of the 
Army Air Forces, the secretary of 
war and the president. 
The com­ 
mittee then requested the House to 
approve the slash. 


In committee I had offered an 
amendment to restore the airplanes 
which had been denied, but I was 
overwhelmingly defeated. When the 
bill came up in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives I took up the fight again, 
re-offering the amendment to re­ 
store the funds for the airplanes. 
The Republican leadership fought 
the amendment and the question 
was heatedly debated for a part of 
three days. 
Finally, in the last half hour of 
the debate, Congressman Andrews 
of New York, the Republican chair- 
; man of the House committee on 
j armed forces, took the floor in sup­ 
port of my amendment and in sup­ 
port of my contention that the ap­ 
propriations committee had misrep­ 
resented the facts and the figures 
in regard to Army air power. 
This 
broke the back of the oppositon and 
shortly thereafter the amendment 
was accepted and passed the House. 
A number of members of Congress 
from Texas were very aggressive in 
the successful effort to restore the 
funds. 
I argued that it would be inex­ 
cusable for us today, or at any fu­ 
ture time, to start down the road to 
a second rate air force and an in­ 
adequate national defense program. 
J It was stated that the defeat of the 
airplane reqik J t w’ould be a straw 
in the wind whch would lead to 
dangerous international consequenc­ 
es. 
I pointed out that the Army 
appropriations bi I' contained savings 
in funds to the extent of $475,000,000 
and that the expenditure of the ad­ 
ditional $40,000,000 provided in my 
amendment 
for 
Army 
airplanes 


would not seriously interfere with 
the economy program. 
Without 
my 
amendment 
there 
were already sufficient funds in the 
bill to provide 561 airplanes. 
With 
the amendment the bill provides for 
749 aircraft of the latest type, the 
planes to come off the assembly line 
within two years. 
Funds were not reduced for the 
National Guard, the ROTC units in 
high schools and colleges, and re­ 
serve officer training otherwise. 
No 
cut was made in funds requested 
for the important work of research 
and development. 
The bill reduced 
War Department civilian personnel 


by 74,600 employees and officer per­ 
sonnel by 18,000, it being felt that 
the Army was somewhat top heavy 
The total funds in the bill exceed 
with officers. 
The bill provides for 
an Army of 1,070,000 men during the 
period June 30, 1947, to July I, 1948. 
$5,000,000,000.

(Utility A nti-Pick­ 
eting bill.)

9 —If the plant is not a utility. 
anc' pickets are called out. they must 
be stationed at least 50 felt 
apart. 
(Mass Picketing bill. 
10.—they must not stand in front 
of the entrance or exit (ibid).

truthful and nen-libelous (ibid). 
12—The picket
